Dear Mr. Westerman: 

Fort Wayne General Ordinance No. 6-30-73, an ordinance amending the 
Building Code of the City of Fort Wayne to provide for making buildings 
accessible to, and usable by, the physically handicapped, was, and is, 
subject to approval by the Administrative Building Council before 
enactment under the provisions of Section 32 of the Indiana Code of 
1971, Title 22, Article 11, Chapter 1. It was forwarded by you to 
this office on August 18, 1977, reviewed by the staff, and presented 
to the Council in open meeting on August 31, 1977. 

The Ordinance was disapproved by the Council on the grounds that many 
features contained within it were redundant to the existing Construc¬ 
tion Rules and Regulations, Volumes I and III; and Official Regulation 
No. 7 promulgated by the Indiana State Fire Prevention Commission; 
and, in numerous instances in conflict with them. 

The Administrative Building Council is following closely, and working 
with, national efforts to provide uniform regulations for the con¬ 
struction of barrier-free buildings for use by the physically handi¬ 
capped. Their efforts are also coordinating with the Office of the 
State Fire Marshal, whose rules for new construction are contained 
within Official Regulation No. 7. The authority of both agencies 
for construction is limited to buildings only. It is not extended 
to land use or site development. Regulations pertaining to non¬ 
building features are properly within the jurisdiction of local units 
of government. The authority of the Administrative Building Council 
is further restricted to new construction only. It does not extend 
to existing structures, except in special instance. The Indiana 
legislature, by its Acts of 1969, designated that Indiana shall have

one set of building rules and regulations for the entire state. 
Linder these restrictions it is not possible for a local unit of 
government, nor for the Administrative Building Council, to adopt, 
verbatim, broadly stated special standards to accomodate building 
construction for specialized uses. 

It may be proper, however, for a local unit of Indiana state 
government, to enact those portions of rules and regulations 
that fall within their authority: (i.e. land use and site develop¬ 
ment), and that may correlate.

VETO MESSAGE 


I, Robert E. Armstrong, Mayor of the City of Fort Wayne, with a deep sense 
of personal regret, must veto Bill No. G-77-07-29 (as amended). General Or¬ 
dinance No. G-41-77. 

I have consistently supported a merit system for the Fort Wayne Fire Depart¬ 
ment. I firmly believe that the time has come for professionalism to replace 
politics in the Fire Department, which is by far one of the best administered 
and most efficient of all our city departments. 

Unfortunately, the implementation of Ordinance No. G-41-77 will disrupt the 
heretofore excellently administered department. In addition to legal conflicts 
with existing statutes and contradictions, numerous weaknesses in the struc¬ 
ture of the ordinance suggest that it is more a political document than a prudent 
legal document. Obviously, an ordinance which purports to remove politics 
from the Fire Department and establish a merit system should not in itself be 
constituted solely on political considerations. Furthermore, those anxious for 
a merit system will be ill-served by this ordinance, as the numerous legal prob¬ 
lems contained in the ordinance will inevitably result in several years of court 
action, thereby effectively postponing the implementation of a fire merit sys¬ 
tem for years to come. 

I firmly believe that City Council can do a much better job of drafting a fire 
merit ordinance which meets the legal requirements for such an ordinance 
and which will, because of its structure, be acceptable to all the parties in¬ 
volved in a fire merit plan. 

I concur with the Fort Wayne Firefighters who have reviewed this ordinance and 
foimd it sorely lacking in acceptability. Ordinance No. G-41-77 does not solve 
the problems and does not remove politics from the Fire Department. It merely 
serves to create new levels of dissension and confusion. 

It is important that it be understood that two statutes govern the proposed ordi¬ 
nance and for clarification, I am setting out a brief explanation:

1) The 1971 Powers of Cities Act (I.C. 18-1-1. 5-2 et seq.) gives the City 
power to; 

"(n) establish a system of employment with respect to any class of 
employees under which such employees would have security of em¬ 
ployment and would be hired, promoted, demoted, transferred, com¬ 
pensated and accorded other benefits and advantages on the basis of 
merit and qualification ’^ (emphasis added). 

Under I. C. 18-1-1. 5-17 authority to provide a method or procedure for 
the exercise of this power (there being no state law providing for it) is 
conferred upon the common council of the city; provided that council's 
manner of so providing may not conflict with the 1971 Powers of Cities 
Act, or any other law. The latter would include the 1905 Cities and 
Towns act (I. C. 18-1-1-1 et seq.), chapter 11, section 1 of which 
(I. C. 18-1-1-1) provides for a department of public safety under the 
charge of a board of three commissioners appointed by the mayor and, 
further that; 

"such board shall have the care, management, supervision and exclusive 
control of all matters and property relating to or connected with the fire 
and police forces" (emphasis added) 

In section 2of the same chapter it is provided that; 

"The board shall appoint... a chief of the fire force and all other officers, 
members and employees of such fire... force. ” 

It is also prescribed that these commissioners "may fix the number of 
members of the such... fire force". Section 3 of this chapter (I. C. 18-1-11-3) 
prescribed the basis and method imder which the Board of Safety may dis¬ 
cipline a wrongdoing officer. 

Nothing in the 1971 Act specifically repeals thse provisions of the older 1905 
Act. Therefore, under the generally accepted rules of statutory interpreta¬ 
tion, they must be read together and construed so as to give maximum effect, 
while assuming a minimum of conflict, to each statute. 

2) The 4th paragraph of Section 7 of the ordinance denies the Board of Public 
Safety access to the personnel records of the Fire Department which re¬ 
sult from the activities of the proposed commission. In view of the Board 
of Public Safety's responsibility and function and the need for the mutual 
support of the Board of Public Safety and the proposed commission, it would 
seem most inappropriate and inefficient. It is plainly contrary tol. C. 18-1-11-1, 

3) The method of selection of the firefighter members of the proposed commis¬ 
sion, while not contrary to state statute, does call for political activity 
within the Fire Department and a subsequent election.

4) The provisions of the proposed ordinance call for the appointment of a 
fifth commissioner by unanimous selection of the other four proposed 
commissioners. Failure of unanimous selection would result in no 
fifth commissioner being selected; hence, the board would not be legally 
constituted. This would mean that the board would be unable to act, 
thereby jeopardizing the management and workings of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment. There are no provisions in the ordinance if unanimous consent for 
a fifth commissioner is not obtained. 

5) Section 9 of the ordinance sets out seventeen job descriptions which sub¬ 
ject is not applicable to a merit bill or system and is clearly under the 
law and responsibility of the Board of Public Safety. 

6) Section 13, while recognizing the statutory authority of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety to promote and demote, contains a very awkward provision pre¬ 
venting a fire chief from being promoted in permanent rank while holding 
the position of chief, despite the fact that he may otherwise qualify. The 
net effect would require the fire chief to resign for six months, which again 
could be disruptive to the operation of the Fire Department, or that the fire 
chief would be discriminated against so far as permanent promotion of rank. 

7) Section 14A deals with continuing competency of firemen - certainly appro¬ 
priate to a merit system. However, in case of failure to meet triennial 
testing requirements, the consequence is not ineligibility for promotion 
testing, but rather demotion to the next lower grade. This seems to par¬ 
take of the character of discipline, which under I. C. 18-1-11-3 is the 
province of the Board of Public Safety and requires that a specific "due 
process” procedure be followed. This section, in my opinion, is clearly 
contrary to state law. 

8) Section 14B deals with the challenge of the competency of a fire officer and 
also falls in the area of a disciplinary process. This section excludes the 
Board of Public Safety from the prescribed statutory system for dealing 
with such charges and is therefore illegal. 

9) Section 15 purports to create a grievance procedure for firemen unhappy 
with the way the ordinance is applied to them. The procedure seems typi¬ 
cal of those found in collective bargaining agreements. I question the 
legality of "Step HI", 'TDinding arbitration", on the basis that it probably 
is an invalid delegation of power and hence ultra vires. 

10) Section 16 provides not only that the commission is to conduct competitive 
examinations and interviews of all firefighters, not later than 15 months 
after the ordinance is adopted, but is to make individual appointments to 
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each rank from lieutenant through district chief. The testing, interview¬ 
ing and probable resulting eligibility ranking is part of the merit process 
and appropriate to the commission, but under I. C. 18-1-11-2 appointing 
fire force officers is the province of the Board of Public Safety. I do not 
believe that I. C. 18-1-1. 5-17, which authorizes the city to establish a 
merit system for hiring, promoting, demoting and transferring a particu¬ 
lar class of employees, such as the firemen, can properly be interpreted 
to amend I. C. 18-1-1. 5-17 so as to remove the board’s appointing author¬ 
ity as distinguished from collating it with a system for determining eligi¬ 
bility for appointment. 

11) Section 18 purports to create two new officer grades in the Fire Department. 
This is clearly within the duties and responsibilities of the Board of Safety 
and not related to a merit system. Sections 20 and 21 are also within the 
duties and responsibilities of the Board of Public Safety. 

12) Section 22 infers that promotions as well as ratings are the province of the 
merit commission, when clearly that statute requires promotions to be 
made by the Board of Public Safety as other language in the proposed ordi¬ 
nance recognizes. This ambiguity would undoubtedly render that section 
invalid. 

13) Finally, section 24 provides that the ordinance "shall be effective on adop¬ 
tion", which is plainly invalid. No city ordinance is effective until it is 
also (1) signed by the mayor (I. C. 18-1-6-2 Ninth and I. C. 18-1-3-6), and 
(2) promulgated (I. C. 18-1-3-6). 

I am certain that a concerted joint effort between the members of the Council, 

representatives of the firefighters, and the Mayor, will result in a true fire 

merit ordinance being achieved.
